Directors of the Orphans' Home, held 
oo the 5th instant, Mr. John Robertson 
instructor of the Manual Training De- 
partment of the Orphans' Home, filed a 
charge that the Superintendent, Mr. A 
Williams, was " unduly sever* in 
treatment of boys under his charge,' 
and "that his seutimenta do not nccon 
with the aims and purposes of the in 
•titntion, and mitigrate against its 
oesg." 


Subsequently the papers hare given 


wide circulation to the statement tha 
Mr. Williams was ornel in his treatmen 
of Ihe boys of the Home, 
Now, in jus 


tioe to Mr. Williams, and also to Mr 
Kobertson, I will ask if tbere may no 
be a wide distinction between the term* 
undue severity and cruelty of treatment 
Cruelty generally implies brutal treat 
ment, or unmerciful punishment, for 
small offencas, while the term 
undii 


severity might simply imply unusually 
exacting 
dedipline, which would b 


clearly a matter of judgement, upon 
which gentlemen, of equal intelligent 
and humanity may differ widely. 


In what particular Mr. Williams wa 


or is unduly severe or in what respeo 
uis sentiments are not io accord witl 
the aims and pwposes of the institution 
ia not stated, but will perhaps appea 
when the Board shall bold a meeting to 
investigate the charges; in the mean 
time we ask that the public suspend 
judgement, that unmerited odium ma; 
not rest upon the good name of Mr 
Williams aud his family, who are jointly 
responsible for the management of the 
Home. 


The Directors of the Orphan's Hoine 


have a keen appreciation of the exceed 
ingly delicate and responsible nature o 
their trust, aud will no uiore permi 
cruelty or any form of mjastue to bi 
practiced npon the orphans under,tbei 
charge, than if they were members o 
their own household. 


Although these charges aie vague and 


udcertain und in some degree ceua' 
the Board for neglect of duty or Jack o 
vigilance, ihe examination will be con 
ductod -with strict impartiality, and in 
due time the tantimony of witnesses am 
the conclusions of the Board will be 
made public.
